Local Committee Formed To 
Supervise Labor Of B°ys 
On The Farm* 


On Monday of this week a meet¬ 
ing was held to organize a committee 
"for the local branch of the Soldiers of 
the Soil. A number of the business¬ 
men of the town were present. 

Lloyd George, Baron Rhonda, Her¬ 
bert Hoover and all others who have 
made a careful analysis of the con¬ 
dition of the world’s food supply have 
impressed upon the public the fact 
that we are facing an unparalled cri¬ 
sis. Indeed, they go so far as to say 
that unless there is a decided impetus 
given to production in America we 
face world famine within three years. 
This is due to the fact that the land 
in Europe is running out owing to 
the impossibility of securing adequate 
fertilization and therefore though 
larger acreage than ever before is 
under cultivation there, the produc¬ 
tion is rapidly on the decline. Hence 
we in Canada and the United States 
are compelled to adopt unusual meas¬ 
ures to meet the abnormal conditions 
and supply the needs of the world. 

One of these methods is that spon¬ 
sored by the Canada Food Board—the 
S.OiS. movement, the purpose of 
which is to place the boys on the land. 
It ha* been asserted that where.is the 
boyhood of all European countries has 
degenerated to a serious extent sin' e 
the outbreak of the war, in Canada 
there has been a steady improvement 
in the moral and physical standard of 
our boys due in a large degrfee to the 
Canadian Standard of Efficiency Test 
work amongst them. It is now pro¬ 
posed by the Food Board to utilize 
that splendid asset of our country to 
help Bave the Empire, but udder such 
adequate control and supervision .a* 
not to undo in any measure the splen¬ 
did results already achieved. Indeed 
the work outlined by the board should 
be considered the “service L ranch of 
the C.S.E.T. course of training. Prop¬ 
erly guided the movement is fraught 
with groat benefits to the boys and to 
the nation, not for the present alone, 
but more especially for the coming 
years. 

The plan is to enlist the services of 
all boys from 16 to 19 years of age 
through an appeal to the very highest 
service and patriotic ideals for farm 
work during the summer months. The 
movement is Dominion wide and it is 
confidently expected that at least 26,- 
000 boys will be enrolled. The appeal 
has already been made in most of the 
schools and churches of Alberta and 
a generous response has resulted. The 
boys are showing that they "are made 
of the same stuff as. their older broth¬ 
ers and fathers who have enlisted for 
-service overseas. Many of the boys 
have already found employment, some 
on their fathers’ farms, who have not 
signed up on the enrolment forms 
provided. It is urgently requested 
that every boy who serves will by en¬ 
rolment link up with this great army 
of boys. They will thus receive en¬ 
couragement themselves through the 
feeling of being associated with a 
host of others in the great work of 
production and also be presented witlj 
a badge of honor which the govern¬ 
ment will provide for every boy who 
presents a certificate from his empoy- 
er (whether his father or another 
man) that he has served three months 
on the land. Boys of 13 and 14 years 
of age will also receive these badges 
by presenting similar certificates. 

The boys and parents are assured 
that their welfare (moral or physical 
will be carefully safeguarded through 
a thoroughly organized, efficient and 
systematic supervision by men in full 
sympathy with boys. Care will also 
be taken in placing them to make sure 
that the surroundings are wholesome 
and the conditions and hours of work 
satisfactory. 

Local supervisory committees arc 
being organized in all the towns and 
villages of Alberta the members of 
which will take a personal interest in 
all boys working in their districts. 
Any boy desiring further informa¬ 
tion may secure it from any member 
of these committees and is urged to 
act at once. Fanners also who want 
to advance this patriotic and far- 
reaching movement by employing 
boys this summer should apply to 
them fpr directions and forms of ap¬ 
plications without delay in order to

The committees in charge of thp 
programme for the Agricultural Fair 
are at work and the result of their 
labours will soon be issued in the 
form of the prize list. 

The Agricultural Fair is one of the 
anomalies of the district. Although 
it is in intent purely agricultural, 
claiming the attention and support of 
the greater part of our community,»it 
is the one thing that heretofore has 
fallen down. Financially deserving 
of support, its coffers are invariably 
empty; in great need of a boost, It is 
passed over as of little or no account, 
unsung if not* dishonoured, and the 
directors annually carry a burden of 
Worry and trouble for which they do 
not even receive thanks. 

Now just where does the fault lie, 
is it with the directorate or is it with 
the viery people who ought to be first 
in the matter of support? As there 
have been various boards of manage¬ 
ment all equaHy striving but equally 
unsuccessful, the blame for the short¬ 
coming lies with those who ought to 
support it, the farmers in whose in¬ 
terests the affair is maintained. And 
that being the case beyond question, 
all points considered, let us put in a 
plea for more wholehearted and gen¬ 
uine support. If we are going to have 
an annual Fair let it be a real Fair 
and not a makeshift. An improve¬ 
ment in every hespect ought to be 
noticeable each year, but in order 
that this shall be there must be great¬ 
er interest taken in it, otherwise we 
are better off without a Fair at all. 

Let this year’s Fair be worth while. 
Support it, don’t expect the other fel¬ 
low to db it.

which caused the war; on the con¬ 
trary, I believe in Sir Edward 
Grey’s love of peace and in his 
serious wish to reach an agree¬ 
ment from us.” 

Thus Germany’s lie is revealed by 
one of her own leading men. If the 
disclosures revealed nothing else,— 
and they contain a very sordid story 
of German intrigue and duplicity— 
this sentence washes England’s hands 
of all ulterior intent in the War. Ag¬ 
ainst Sir Edward Grey’s sincere and 
utmost endeavours to stem the tide of 
war, the Kaiser and his party were 
working to fulfil their inflated am¬ 
bition of “Germany over all.” From 
the moment that the German Junker 
party got hold of the idea of a big 
war in 1914 rather than waiting until 
1916, the time arranged upon, Sir Ed¬ 
ward Grey’s pacific intentions became 
worse than futile; they were swept 
away before the tide of Teutonic am¬ 
bition. From this point it was not 
hard to lead the German people to be¬ 
lieve that England started the war, 
but now with the real truth display¬ 
ed in Lichnowsky’s disclosures, what 
is the way of escape for the Kaiser 
and his party. Add to this the fail¬ 
ure of the recent drive, which, says 
the “Frankfurter Zeitung” “may be 
considered as frustrated,” and the in¬ 
evitable conclusion is that the German 
people wiH demand an explanation 
from their rulers. A German victory 
might have averted this humiliation; 
a German defeat means a double 
reckoning.

At the extensive base hospitals 
near Salonika, approximately 100,- 
000 pounds of fats are recove red each 
month from dishwater and table 
scraps. This quantity has been easily 
obtained without depriving the men 
of their ‘dripping’ and suit, and is 
sufficient to produce about 80,000 lbs. 
of hard soap, 20,000 pounds of soft 
soap, as well as considerable quanti¬ 
ties of dubbing glycerine for the man- 
ufactur of ammunition. 

This fat is obtained from the fol¬ 
lowing sources: 

(1- All the bits of bacon rind and 
other fats that are left at table. 

(2) The skimming from stew. 

(3) Crease from boiled bacon or 
ham and fat from pans in which 
onions, tomatoes or eggs have been 
fried. 

(4) Bully beef'tins. 

(5) Bones, especially marrow bones. 

(6) Grease from dish water. 

The grease from the dishwater is re¬ 
covered by means of a simply con¬ 
structed box trap placed near the 
wash sink. All animal fats are care¬ 
fully rendered in large caldrons to 
prepare them for the uses to which 
they are to be put. 

Such materials should be conserved 
in Canada. They are of great im¬ 
portance and the waste in large hotels 
and’restaurants is very considerable.

For more than 15 dozen eggs 
two crocks are preferable to one 
large one. After using the water 
glass once, it must be thrown away. 

If water glass is too expensive or is 
unobtainable, add 3 pounds of un¬ 
packed lime to 5 gallons of water. 
After the lime has dissolved and sett¬ 
led, carefully dip off the clear water 
and pour over the eggs as with water- 
glass. 

Do not pour the water glass or lime 
water over the eggs till it has thor¬ 
oughly cooled.

are to be boiled, the larger <5ki should 
be pierced with a needle point before 
putting them in the boiling water. 

The eggs, to begin with, must be 
fresh and clean, not washed clean, 
but laid clean. If the shell of an egg 
is not clean, use it at*once. If there 
is a spot of soil* on the shell, the water 
glass does not come in contact with 
the shell and an egg will decay. 

A quart of water glass in a five-gal¬ 
lon crock or agate-ware container 
will suffice for 16 dozen eggs. Clean 
the crock thoroughly, scald till hot, 
wipe dry and stand in the sun, if con¬ 
venient. 

Boil !) quarts of water, allow it to 
cool thoroughly, then add the water 
glass and stir well in the crock. Stand 
the crock in a cool, dry place and do 
not move unnecessarily after the eggs 
are packed, fut the eggs loosely, but 
carefully, in the solution, leaving a 
depth of two inches or more over the

For larger pigs it seems to make lit¬ 
tle difference whether or not it is fed 
sweet or sour, provided whatever con¬ 
dition favoured is uniformly kept up, 
that is to say, if the milk cannot be 
obtained always sweet, then it should 
be fed sour as a rule.

The aim this year should be to 
make everything count. Make every 
hen lay her best, make every chick 
mature early enough and thereby 
make every pound of feed give the 
maximum returns. 

Early hatching. Make every effort 
to get your chicks out this spring be¬ 
fore the first of June. As a rule the 
heavier breeds hatched later than that 
date are not satisfactory. At least 
90 per cent of the pullets in Canada 
were not laying during November 
and December of the past winter, be¬ 
cause they were hatched too late. 

A little sand or grit first. When the 
chicks are removed to their brooding 
quarters there should be some coarse 
sand or fine chick grit scattered where 
they can have free access to it. They 
should be left until they show positiv-i 
ely signs of hungei, which would be 
between the second and third days 
after hatching. They may then be 
given some bread crumbs that have 
been very slightly moistened with 
milk, this may be scattered on clean 
sand or chick grit. If being brooded 
by a hen she will see that no food is 
allowed to lie around, but if in a 
brooder, that part of the food that the 
chicks do not pick up ina few minutes 
should be removed, as nothing in feed¬ 
ing causes so much trouble as leaving 
food of that nature around until it is 
sour. 

Feed for the first ten or twelve 
days. The following daily ration of 
five feeds given about two hours and 
a half apart and continued from the 
time the chicks are two to three days 
out of the shell until ten or twelve 
days of age may be altered or adopted 
to suit conditions: 

First feed.— Dry bread crumbs 
slightly moistened with milk. 

Second feed.—Finely cracked mix¬ 
ed grains or commercial chick feed. 

Third feed.—Rolled oats. 

Fourth feed.—Dry bread crumbs 
moistened with milk. 

Fifth feed.—Finely cracked mixed 
grains. 

In addition to the above give the 
chicks a little green food, such as 
grass, lettuce, sprouted oats, etc. Do 
not have the moistened bread sloppy 
but in a crumbly state, and during 
this period let the chicks on to fresh 
soil or grass every day if possible.
